RICHARD R. LEEPER 


AN APPRECIATION 


By the passing of Dr. Leeper Dublin 
loses one of its outstanding personali- 
ties and the world of Psychological 
Medicine a distinguished leader. For 
more than forty years he had been 
Medical Superintendent of that historic 
institution, St. Patrick’s Hospital, in 
whose history and traditions, as well 
as that of its famous founder— 
Jonathan Swift—he was so deeply 
‘versed. 

As one who had the privilege of 
working with Dr. Leeper for some 
eleven years it is, indeed, difficult to 
realise that that buoyant, vigorous, 
forceful personality has p from 
this scene. His interest in life was 
vivid and infectious. Not only was he 
@ superb administrator—adding almost 
yearly some new wing or improvement 
to the hospital—but he to a 
supreme degree the faculty of getting 
the very best out of those who worked 
for him. Appreciation and encourage- 
ment he would hand out liberally, 
while if criticism was necessary it was 
forthright and never carping. ' 

Only those who lived in intimate con- 
tact with him could appreciate fully 
Leeper’s many sidedness. As a game 
shot, fisherman and natural historian 
he had few equals. He was widely read, 
especially in the literature of the 18th 
renee wf a period which had for him a 


ial attraction. Indeed in his love of 
good books, generous poe wd fieid 
sports, fencing, music, architecture and 
natural scenery he typified the product 
of that more spacious time. As an after- 
dinner speaker was in the first 
flight, while he could -be equally effec- 
tive in the more serious efforts of 
medical debate. His memory was amaz- 
ing, and he could recall the exact set- 
ting of incidents, trivial or grave, over 
halt a century. The gap which the 
passing of such a man leaves can well 
be imagined. Staff and patients alike 
drew inspiration from that gay courage, 


that generous encouragement and that 
enthusiasm for everything which would 
add to the lustre of the hospital he 
loved so well.

The Indian Proposals 


The British Government’s proposals 
for the future of India have had 
neither u good nor a bad reception, 
for the excellent reason that nobody 
understands them. For many years 
past the Indian Congress, which 
commands the allegiance of the over- 
whelming majority of Indians, has 
been clamouring for independence— 
either for complete, ‘‘ republican ”’ 
independence, or for that practical 
independence that is represented by 
membership of the British Common- 
wealth of Nations. On the other 
hand, the Moslem League, claiming 
to speak for the great body of Indian 
Moslems, has declared that it 
declines to take hand, act or part 
in Indian independence. It wishes 
the existing order of thiugs to 
remain, and declines to participate 
with the Congress in any respect. 
These are the most vocal elements of 
British India: there are others— 
such, for exampie, as the Mahasabha, 
or militant Hindu wing—which are 
equally opposed to both, and will 
put up with nothing less than 
full independence for all India 
under a Hindu autocracy; but 
most of these do not matter. 
The British Government had 
devised a new system of administra- 
tion for the country several years 
ago, but postponed it on the out- 
break of war; and when the 
Congress Party, not unnaturally, 
complained, Whitehall replied that 
the future constitution of British 
India could not be determined 
until the Indian parties reached 
agreement among themselves. This 
stipulation has been at the root of 
all the trouble of the past two and a 
half years. The Moslem League, 
under the leadership of Mr. Jinnah, 
refuses to enter into any kind of 
agreement with the Indian Congress ; 
and Mr. Churchill’s Government 
has accepted the Moslem League as 
representative of the huge Moslem 
population of India. In these cir- 
cumstances, there is no possibility 
of agreement; Mr. Jinnah will have 
nothing to do either with Mahatma 
Gandhi or with Mr. Nehru; and 
their disagreement has served as an 
admirable excuse, ever since the war 
began, for the British Government’s 
failure to take any practical part in 
Indian politics. During the past 
few months, however, Britain’s hand 
has been forced by the Japanese. 
India has come into the. zone of war. 
She must be defended, and the 
question is whether the people will 
assist in her defence or not. The 
price is—or may be—the gratification 
of her demands for independence. 
These are the circumstances in which 
Sir Stafford Cripps has been sent to 
India with proposals for a new 
modus vivendt. 

In brief, the proposals are that 
British India shall attain Dominion 
status immediately. after the war, 
with a Constitution to be devised by 
a Constituent Assembly which will 
be created from, and by, the Lower 
Houses of the existing Provinces. 
That is, approximately, the demand 
of the Congress “ moderates,’’ and 
probably would be acceptable to nino- 
tenths of the Congress Party. There 
is, however, a saving clause. Any 
Province is at liberty to ‘‘opt out 
of’’ the Union, and to form, as it 
were, part of an Indian “ Northern 
Ireland.” On the surface, this 
clause would seem to annul the effect 
of the whole proposals—frem the 
Congress point of view—and to play 
into the hands of Mr. Jinnah and 
his Moslem League; for they have 
been clamouring for what they call 
pal:istan—to wit, a Moslem State, or 
series of States, which will be inde- 
pendent of any conceivable Indian 
Federation or Dominion. Yet, if this 
point of view were correct, would 
there not by now have been a wide- 
spread clamour among the Indian 
Nationalists? Would Mr. Gandhi 
not have raised Cain? Would Pandit 
Jawaharlal Nehru not have con- 
demned the British proposals with 
all the bitterness at his disposal? 
Instead, Mr. Gandhi is believed to 
have given a guarded approval to 
the proposals, and Mr. Nehru has 
not yet expressed an opinion upon 
them. What is the cause of this 
moderation? We believe that the 
British Government has ‘‘ let down,”’ 
not the Congress Party, but, if any- 
thing, the Moslem League. It has 
admitted for the first time— 
as it ought to have admitted 
several years ago—that the Moslem 
League does not speak for the whole, 
or even for the majority, of the 
Indian Moslems. What will happen, 
in theory, when the war ends? 
Certain facts must be remembered, 
the first, and most important, of 
which is that Mr, Jinnah’s Moslem 
League was able to elect only 108 
out of 1,585 members to the various 
Provincial Legislatures at the 1937 
elections, and was unable to form a 
single Government. There is good 
authority for the view that most of 
the Indian Moslems are sympathetic, 
not with Mr. Jinnah’s League, but 
with the Congress Party, or betwixt 
and between. Is this, in fact, the 
basis of the British proposals? Is 
it possible that, nominally, it offers 
the Moslem League what the 
Moslem League professes to desire, 
but actually calls its bluff? If so, 
the odds are that there will be 
no Indian “ Ulster,” or else an 
“Ulster ” so small as to be incapable 
of continued existence. While every 
demand of the Moslem League will 
have been granted in theory, the 
Congress Party, or some group not 
unfriendly to the Congress Party, 
will be, in fact, paramount in every 
Province, with very few exceptions. 
It may be that the satisfaction of 
Mahatma Gandhi and Mr. Nehru, 
after their interviews with Sir 


Stafford Cripps, was unfeigned. 


Fuel Problem 


The situation in respect of Irish 
supplies seems to be growing pro- 
gressively worse. Since the first 
panic subsided, the bread position 
has more or less regularised itself, 
and, although demand continues 
to exceed supply, the amount of real 
hardship that has been caused is less 
than might have been expected. “Ón 
the other hand, there is no improve- 
ment of any kind in the fuel situa- 
tion. We announce to-day that 
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| domestic consumers will get no 


evening, an 


ration of céat during the next two 
| months, and their allowance of turf 
will be. limited to two tons. 
| Fortunately, the weather is on the 
mend. There was a bitter spell of 
cold towards the end of last week; 
but it is not unreasonable to assume 


domestic fires will begin to dis- 
appear, and that householders will 
be able to make shift with such turf 
as they may have accumulated 
during the winter and the supplies 
of firewood, which still can be 
obtained freely. The real difficulty 
will be met next winter. The 
Department of Supplies takes a 
gloomy view of the future, and it is 
quite possible that no coal of any 
kind will be obtainable during the 
winter months.. The stocks that are 


“in the country at-the moment are 


dangerously small. They are needed 
urgently for industrial purposes, 
and any further supplics that the 
Government may be able to import 
will be devoted to the same ends. 
So far as the private consumer is 
concerned, therefore, the outlook 
hardly could be bleaker, Admittedly, 
the coal that has been available 
since the onset of the cold weather 
has been of inferior quality; but it 
has been better than nothing, and 
the ingenuity which has been shown 
by the poor of Dublin in the pre- 
paration of their tenement fires has 
been remarkable. Now it seems that 
we all must look forward to a coal- 
less future. The only alternative is 
turf, eked out, where possible, by 
wood, the native supplies of which 
are strictly limited.. Next winter 
the situation in respect of gas will 
be even worse than it is at present, 
and it must be remembered that the 
supply of electricity still depends, 
and must continue to depend, to a 
substantial extent upon coal. We 
congratulate the Department of 
Supplies on its decision to tackle 
next winter’s fuel problem now. 
There is plenty of turf in the 
country; the difficulty is transport. 
Not only petrol and oil, but also 
tyres, will be scarce in future, and 
it will be quite impossiblo to bring 
the 300,000 tons of last season’s turf 


which has been accumulated to 
Dublin by road. Judged by last 
year’s experiences, the carrving 


capacity of the railways is about 
2,000 tons of turf a day; so it is 
high time that a start should be 
made. Altogether, the prognosis is 
depressingly bad. Not only private 
householders, but also industrialists, 
will be forced to curtail their con- 
sumption of fuel. No additional 
allowances will be possible, with the 
result that industrial users will not 
be able to compensate themselves for 
deterioration in quality by an 
increase in quantity. The Govern- 
ment is believed to be contemplating 
punitive measures against certain 
firms that have been seeking to bring 
pressure to bear on the Department 
of Supplies by threats to close down 
their factories and workshops. In 
Mr. Lemass’s opinion, there is no 
excuse for such drastic action, which 
would involve widespread unemploy- 
ment.

Jast their lordships considered five 
a ls raising the question whether 
citizens of Eire ot military age m 
Britain were British subjects liable for 
conscription, The case of Michael 
Murray, of Leicester, born in Ros- 
common in 1908, and who came to 
England in 1934, is being taken as the 
test case. Murray has lived here ever 
since and has married, but his wish 
ia at some future day to make his 
home in Eire, so that his domicile of 
origin persists Murray contends that 
he is a citizen of Eire, a neutral State, 
and is not liable for military service 
as a British national. The contention 
of Serjeant Sullivan, K.C., was that 
Murray was in Britain temporarily. 
The Attorney'General (Sir Donald 
Somerville, K.C.) said that Eire had 
not withdrawn from the Common- 
wealth of Nations. If there had been 
such a withdrawal, it had never been 
recognised by the Westminster Par- 
liament as a foreign State. It will be 
remembered that three vears ago the 
decision was made by the authoritics 
here that a stay of two vears or over 
on the part of an Irishman or Irish- 
woman in Britain was not “tem- 
porary’’ residence, and involved 
liability to military service.

SECOND NOTICE. 


T is in the water-colour section that 
| the academy authorities’ failure to 

include characteristically contem- 
porary forms of esthetic experiments is 
most noticeable. For we can see at 
the Water-Colour Society’s current 
exhibition at Mills’ Hall how lively 
and delightful an effect. the juxtaposi- 
tion of ancient and modern produces. 
Whereas, the water-colour section at 
the R.H.A. exhibition, consisting 
mostly of works by artists, who seem 
to be untouched by the contemporary 
IEA is rather tame and colourless. 

e English (and Irish) founders of 
the British Royal Water-Colour Society 
started a very good tradition nearly 
two hundred years ago. But that 
tradition has been failing for a con- 
siderable time. The greatest innovator 
in modern water-colour art was Paul 
Cézanne. The greatest living water- 
colour artist is probably Dunoyer de 
Segonzac — and, after him, Reid 
Dufy. If we do not produce a great 
innovator in water-colour ourselves, 
then our artists would gain in fresh- 
ness by using these stirring moderns 
as points of departure, instead of 
working in a tradition that is only 
partially and equivocally our own, and 
that, anyhow, has lost much of its 
original vitality. 

Among the water-colour artists at 
the R.H.A. who are not too tied to the 
representation of prosaic fact to be 
able to suggest poetries and moods of 
their own, are, first of all, Nano Reid, 
and then Pat Wallace, Nora McCartan,

Lucy O’Brien, Stanislaus Nevin, 
Gerald Bruen, Dorothy Blackham, 
Bea Orpen, and Paul Egestorff. 
Doris V. Blair has such a _ sensi- 
tive line that she can put new 
wine into the old naturalistic 
bottle, and her: studies of blitzed 


areas are humanly touching, as well as 
technically skilful. The section also 
includes a couple of Sheelabeg Atkin- 
son’s delightful bird studies. There are 
some notably fine drawings by Sean 
O’Sullivan, John Keating, Laurence 
Campbell and Christopher Campbell, 
and one impressive etching of “' St. 
Martin’s Bridge, Toledo,” by Richard 
Pearsall. The architects’ designs include 


some interesting sketches, notably that 
for the new County Hospital, Tulla- 
more, by Michael Scott; one for a 
hospital chapel at Kilkenny, by J. V. 
Downes, and a delightful one for a 
nursery at Killiney by James M. 
Brennan; and there is a series of 
pleasant designs for stained glass 
windows by H. V. McGoldrick. 


SCULPTURE SECTION 


A. sculpture section that includes a 
small memorial collection of works by 
the late Oliver Sheppard, and exhibits 
by Albert Power, Jerome Connor, 
Se4mus Murph and Laurence yogi oe 
could not but be impressive. At thirty 
Mr. Campbell has claims to being 
already a master. His admirable 
exhibits this year are all on a small 
scale, which makes one only wish that 
he could be engaged on some major 
work of national significance. Cork’s 
gifted young sculptor, Sedmus Murphy, 
is at his excellent best in the finely- 
executed bronze bust of Michael 
McDunphy. Mr. Power has another 
trout study, larger and more important 
than the endearing small trout of last 
year; and Mr. Connor sends not only an 
impressive group from his ‘ Lusitania 
Memorial,’’ but some delightful smaller 
figures. Marshall C. Hutson has 
achieved what might be described as an 
imperial Roman effect in his ‘‘ Eamonn 
O'Neill, T.D., Leas Ceann Comhairle,’’ 
and Peter Grant’s figure, ‘‘ Dedicated 
to the late John O'Neill,” as well as his 
other exhibits, reveal him as a young 
artist who has left the “ promising ”’ 
stage and come to fine, if still fortu- 


nately -youthful, maturity. Mention 
should also be made of the prett 
“Fountain Piece’? by Peter i 


Brennan. 

Of the distinguished Irish sculptor 
who died last year, and whose ‘‘ Cuchu- 
lain’’ at the General Post Office has 
brought him well-deserved recognition 
from far beyond the art world, it is 
enough to say that the fourteen works 
at the R.H.A. all justify Oliver Shep- 
pard’s great reputation, and include, 
notably, a self-portrait executed in 
later years, which has a naturalness 
and depth of characterisation that even 
he himself did not always attain.
